Housing crisis 
cont. 


Editor, SEE: 

“There's no place like no place.” 
You're darn right — Edmonton's 
affordable housing situation is 
deplorable! And while the people 
who hold the purse strings continue 
to play with semantics in order to 
further their mission of funding 
emergency shelters — keeping in 
mind, this homeless funding 
excludes homes — the homeless cri- 
sis will continue to escalate. 

This means we will have increas- 
ing destitution in our cities, increas- 
ing lineups at soup kitchens and 
food cupboards, and increasing 
health expenses resulting from a lack 
of regular medical care associated 
with unstable housing. 

These are disgraceful images and 
completely unacceptable in a coun- 
try like Canada. It's time to start tak- 
ing those responsible for this situa- 
tion to task for their mistakes and 
mismanagement, beginning with 
Claudette Bradshaw, the federal 
minister for the homeless. Ms. 
Bradshaw has made little effort to 
put into place a national housing 
strategy and the necessary resource 
measures that will help the homeless 
re-establish their dignity and inde- 
pendence. Instead, two years ago, 
Ms. Bradshaw committed the 
Canadian federal government to 
spending $753 million on more shel- 
ters. This is how the minister 
launched us into a horrendous 
Catch-22. Shelters continue to be 
built at the expense of constructing 
affordable housing. This indis- 
putable fact underlines a further 
irony: pouring more money into 
shelters then actually perpetuates 
the homeless problem! 

In order to justify shelter funding, 
we see a lot of terminology being 
floated around. Tom Forgave, chair 
of the board of trustees of the 
Edmonton Housing Trust Fund, 
stated in the Journal that the funds in 
the EHTF are “designated for home- 
less projects, not affordable hous- 
ing.” It seems fair to draw the con- 


|» clusion then that Mr. Forgave thinks 


that no homeless person can live 
without full supportive housing. 
Although the EHTF handed out 
more than $12 million last year, none 
of it went to affordable housing. 
Instead, Mr. Forgave maintains that 
this money is for homeless projects, 
which he qualifies as “emergency 
spaces,” “transitional housing” and 
“long-term supportive housing.” 
This is a perplexing situation 
when on April 25 of this year, ina 
CBC radio interview, Debbie 
Saidman, executive director of the 
EHTE, answered the reporter’s ques- 
tion, “What do you think it will take 
to really get on top of this problem?” 
by admitting that, “The key [to 
homelessness] is affordable housing, 
especially for people on low 
ae the ae that the left 
Do you get i t the 
hand oes bet know what the right 
hand is doing? If the EHTF knows 
that affordable housing is the 
answer to the homeless crisis, why 
didn’t some of this $12 million in 
attire te funding go towards 





Editor, SEE: 

Some people believe the best way 
to deal with poverty is by throwing 
clichés at the poor: if only they 
would pull themselves up by their 
bootstraps, put their noses to the 
grindstone, bite the bullet, get hair- 
cuts, and learn to fish, they would no 
longer be in such a state. I’m not sur- 
prised when more affluent people 
hold such simplistic views, but lam 
surprised to find them among “the 
poor” themselves. The reason for my 
reaction: many people who have 
weaned themselves off of social pro- 
grams — like letter-writer Odessa 
Larmand — still live in poverty 
despite their hard work. While gov- 
ernment does offer educational pro- 
grams, graduates — who are often 
older, with checkered pasts — are at 
a distinct disadvantage when com- 
peting with a younger workforce for 
whom the level of education is sig- 
nificantly higher. They may see little 
incentive in attaining a certificate 
when their prospects for advance- 
ment are so limited. These are the 
people who feel the housing crunch 
most keenly. 

We could build 5000 housing units 
to alleviate that crunch, but we'll _ 
eventually need 5000 more, and ulti- 
mately, 5000 more than that. If our 
goal is just to ensure that all people 
have adequate roofs over their 
heads, we might as well hire con- 
struction workers on lifetime con- 
tracts, because the building will 
never stop. 

There is a more realistic solution. 

The government should better 
champion its existing education pro- 
grams — perhaps through booths set 
up in the areas frequented by those 
in need of such services — while 
putting together a database of jobs, 
apprenticeships, and internships set 
aside specifically for their graduates. 
A small clothing allowance, as well 
as dental work, should be part of that 
package. Graduates should also be 
given access to free legal advice 
about obtaining pardons for non- 
violent crimes. 

At-risk children should be offered 
training opportunities designed 
specifically to arm them with mar- 
ketable skills (scholastics, and trades 
for the older ones), and to foster self- 
respect. Moreover, the kids should 
be given opportunities to engage in 
skill-building activities that interest 
them. For example, if a kid has an 
interest in airplanes, he could be 
paired with a mentor who is 
involved with aviation, and who is 
willing to show him around while 
demonstrating how education is key 


to getting into that field. Such a rela~_ 


tionship could span months, even 


years. If people are caught dina fi 


and given access to education 
working with positive, stable role- 
models, the next ion will see 
fewer in-poverty this one has. 















































As for Con, your point is better 
understood. Paraphrasing: we 
would not have the skilled laboure; 
to built these units even if we want 
ed to. OK, that’s one thing, but to bx 
against such a project because you 
saw certain people take advantage 
it is ludicrous. There are and alway 
will be parasites in every stratum o| 
life. Rich and fancy parasites, low 
income ones and middle-of-the-roa 
kinds. We have seen them, worked 
with them and even elected a few. | 
other words, because Odessa was 
able to make the system work for 
her and because Con got pissed of 
at his neighbours, they both gra- 
ciously make plain their assumptio; 
that the poor deserve their fate, Do. 
it follow that high-income well-to- 
people are all harder workers, hav: 
haircuts and never whine? 

Yesterday I was writing a letter to 
the powers that be, asking them to 
make social housing a priority. 
Decent and affordable housing is a 
matter of life and death in Canada 
It’s not as if we can sleep ona beac; 
and survive here. Houses with prop 
er insulation, windows and doors 
that are well-sealed arenot luxuri 

they are necessities. Leaving all 
housing in the for-profit market also 
multiplies the chances for parasites 
to take advantage of the most vul- 
nerable. Here is my solution: let's 
have some of everything. Some 
housing co-ops, some low-incom: 
social community projects, some 
high-end luxury penthouse and 
mega-houses, some incentive to help 
buy a first family home. 

As for the two of you, quite obvi- 
ously from your letters, Iam not 
about to change your mind on this 
issue. I do hope that neither will ever | 
have an disabling accident, grow old 
ona fixed income or suffer through 
a mental health disorder and need 
shelter.

Of course, these are thorough, 
appalling ideas and I’m 100 per 
cent against them in both theory 
and practice (unless someone 
moves on them; then I want my 
cut), but like Mr. Gray says, we’: 
got to do something about the 
poor. 

If we can just open our minds a 
little to the possibilities, we might 
find that the solutions are as end 
less and as profit-generating as 
the pathos in some homeless 
guy’s existence.

Guilty Men deserves much of th: 
credit for making this the rivetin 
and charged effort it is. 

There is no plea bargaining 
from this crew of veterans. Chris 
Gaffney, Joe Terry, Rick Shea, 
Brantley Kearns, Juke Logan, anc 
Gregory Boaz inject every Alvin 
number and covers like Don't Le: 
Your Deal Go Down and Who Do 
You Love with the perfect tones 
and tempos and launch them all at 
the perfect trajectory . 

“The thing about this band is 
that we all kind of think like sid¢ 
men, We all can play a variety ot 
styles, from Chicago blues to rock 
and roll to country-rock,” says 
Alvin, assessing his mates, who h:

If there’s one aspect of Alvin's 
abilities that has taken a marked 
jump over the years, it is in his 
singing, where he’s never sound- 
ed more confident. 

That growth started to become 
more apparent on albums like 
Blackjack David and Public Domain 
the latter of which won Alvin a 
Grammy in 2001. 

“I'm always happy when I’m 
not makin’ a complete fool of 
myself as a singer,” he jokes 
before giving Richard Thompson 
the big nod. 

“My heroes were blues 
shouters. In The Blasters, Phil 
could sing above the band and | 
was always trying to imitate that, 
but I don’t have that kind of a 
voice. 

“1 was watching Richard 
Thompson and he was expressing 
his songs better than anyone | 
could think of and I realized we’ 
in the same pitch area. His voice \s 
placed in the middle and it’s a 
matter of relaxing your voice. The 
other thing is Greg Leisz, who 
produced Blackjack David, intro- 
duced me to a capo and we found 
my voice worked in odder keys,” 
continued the man who has built 
up a hardcore fan base, many of 
whom ed listening back in the 
days of the Blasters. ;

‘IT WAS JUST AN UNBELIEVABLY 


fertile time for music,” fondly 
remembers saxophonist Steve 

Berlin of Los Lobos. “It was remark- 
ably not purist and not parochial in 
any way. That's what was so cool 
about it. Everybody basically rooted 
for everybody else. And inside of all 
that was all this beautiful, wild 
experimentation in music.” 

Started in 1974 as a cover band as 
adept at Hendrix as they were at 
the sped-up Mexican folk songs 
they sometimes pulled out for audi- 
ences, Los Lobos were energized by 
the nascent L.A. punk rock scene to 
get out and play beyond their East 
L.A. boundaries. Berlin, the only 
non-original band member (he 
joined in 1983), ran a parallel course 
to the band, gigging with other top 
L.A. roots acts of the time before 
linking up. Caught up in the spirit 
of the times, Los Lobos would 
sometimes find themselves sharing 
a bill with wildly eclectic groups 
like X, Black Flag and, most 
famously, Public Image Ltd. But the 
band that they felt the most affinity 
for, and consequently teamed up 
with, were the Blasters, lead by 
Dave Alvin (also appearing at the 
Folk Festival with the Guilty Men) 
and featuring horn man Berlin. 
They tag-teamed, pulling each 
other onto different bills, and 
cheered each other’s advances in 
the music world. 

“Tt really was a code of ethics, a 
way to live,” asserts the horn man. 
“That was how you behaved then 
and, I think, even now. There’s this 
band in East L.A that we like that 
We put on our shows. We just fin- 
ished a three-week run with them, 
and we came out every night and 

_ Played with them and they came 


of critically acclaimed albums fol- 
lowed, from How Will the Wolf 
Survive to the roots-oriented La 
Pistola Y El Corazon, and on to the 
upcoming Good Morning Aztlan. But 
despite the industry and critical 
acclaim, La Bamba has proven to be 
a fluke hit single, and the band has 
settled into a small but comfortable 
niche. Berlin almost laughs at the 
idea of his band’s chances of 
equalling their earlier success. 

“1 think our hit-single days are 
behind us. I mean, in this market- 
place I don’t think that we fit in any 
of the popular fashions.” 

With that in mind, Berlin and his 
bandmates David Hidalgo (vocals, 
guitar), Cesar Rosas (guitar and 
vocals), Louie Perez (drums and 
percussion) and Conrad Lozano 
(bass), have kept busy with a num- 
ber of side projects like Houndog, 
Los Super Seven, Soul Disguise 
and the Grammy-winning Latin 
Playboys. As if that weren't 
enough, Berlin has shown up on 
albums by artists as diverse as the 
Replacements, Joan Osborne, Shery! 
Crow and Roomful of Blues. And 
we're not even totalling up his pro- 
ducing credits. 

It's been a pretty satisfying run 
for Berlin and his band, but age 
and relative prosperity have not 
produced mellowness. 

“The music business is run by the 
stupidest people in the world, and 
serving even greedier corporate 
masters who can’t see the forest for 
the trees,” he spits out when the 
conversation turns to the trials of 
the record business. “They want to 
keep us fat, fucked and happy. It’s 
an incredible thing. And the busi- 
ness is literally dying; it’s literally 
going down the tubes. 

“Imagine any other industry, 
imagine the car industry crimi 
ing their best customers. Imagine if 
Ford went out and said, ‘Y'know 
what, you teat too many cars So 
we're gonna away your cars.’

Roots round-up 


Folk comes in all shapes at the 2002

ALPHA YA YA DIALLO

At the Edmonton Folk Fest 


SINCE ALPHA YAYA DIALLO ARRIVED 
in Vancouver just over a decade ago 
from his home in Guinea, West 
Africa, he’s gathered awards and 
toured the western world, all the 
while listening to other sounds while 
remaining true to the music he 
brought from his homeland. 

“We are doing our best to main- 
tain African music. I know I’ve been 
here a long time, but I still keep that 
African root in my music. Back 
home people try to change, there's a 
lot of Western influences, so people 
are programming their music quite 
heavily with synthesizers, believing 
it’s going to give them an interna- 
tional market. I tell them they’re 
going the wrong way, because 
they’re changing completely the 
backgrounds. I don’t like to program 
my music. Everybody, everything 
there, is completely live — musi- 
cians play in the studio, play their 
instruments. I’m very careful 
because I don’t want to really 
change the music.” 

Authenticity abounds in Diallo’s 
approach to playing his guitar, and 
in his rhythm and percussion styles, 


which developed from various 
sounds he heard all around him as 
he travelled with his physician 
father throughout Guinea and while 
living with relatives in Senegal. He 
mixes sounds and rhythms of the 
Malenke, Sousou, and those of his 
own people, the Foulah. Also along 
the way he’s mixed in ingredients 
he’s heard on his travels through 
places such as Cape Verde and the 
Caribbean. 

The jubilance of the music belies 
Diallo’s tragic personal history and 
the strife and turmoil of various 
African nations, but he avoids 
singing about politics; he chooses to 
stick to the politics of the heart. 

“1 find politics quite boring some- 
times, and it’s better to bring people 
together and to talk about love and 
adventure, about stability, about 
freedom for women, about things 
like that. My family, my dad, my 
brothers, were killed years ago, 
when politics were very bad in 
Guinea. The government was kind 
of communist. They were just killing 
all the intellectual people, all the 
people who had studied outside of 
Guinea, but I never want to talk 
about that because it always reminds 
me of something sad, something 
bad.”

WHEN THEN ARTISTIC DIRECTOR 
Holger Peterson asked Amos Garrett 
all those years ago to put together a 
supporting cast of musicians to back 
up various acts at the Edmonton 
Folk Music Festival, it was a stroke 
of genius. Some 15 or 16 years have 
passed and the Festival House Band 
has become an indispensable part of 
the event. Professional versatility is 
one key to their success, the other 
being the fun that Garrett, Rusty 
Reed, Ron Casat, Dave Babcock, Kit 
Johnson and Michelle Josef have 
playing together.

Burke was to arrive at the 
Edmonton International Airport 
with a 14-piece R&B band which 
included a Stax/ Volt-style horn sec- 
tion. Instead he arrived with 14 of 
his children in tow. When volunteers 
contacted festival producer Terry 
Wickham with the news... 

“He just about had a heart attack. 
He found me on the site or wherever 
it was, and said ‘This is my headliner 
and he’s got to go on and do a one- 
hour show tonight,’ and asked ‘Do 
you think you can do this?’ and I 
said, ‘I'll give it a shot.’ 
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ALPHA YAYA DIALLO prefers to sing about love and adventure, rather 
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than dwell on his tragic past or the political problems of his native coun- 


try, Guinea. 


“Anyhow Solomon Burke and the 
House Band probably did the most 
electrifying show that I have ever ~ 
seen or been a part of at the festival. 
It was staggering, it was so good. 
Terry came up to me after we came 
off stage — we were all just about 
levitating, it was so good — and said 
‘That's it, you're leading the House

THOUGH SHE'S BEEN PERFORMING 
on her own for only a relatively 
short period, Maria Dunn has man- 
aged to make such an impact that 
it’s hard to imagine the Edmonton 
scene without her presence. She 
attracts not only fans whenever she 
performs, but gathers together other 
members of the local music commu- 
nity who cite her as an inspiration. 

The fact is, Dunn has only been 
playing her original material for 
about five years. In that short time 
she’s put together a couple of CDs, 
From Where I Stand which was 
released in 1997, and last year’s 
Juno-nominated For A Song. 

“Tt was wonderful, and such a 
thrill,” she says of the nomination.

Daan voice captivates. It implies 
that the song she’s presenting is 
important, perhaps quite solemn, 
but with that comforting Irish lilt 
that sweetens the bite.

TWO YEARS AGO THIS WEEKEND, 
an unsuspecting Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival audience was all 
but blindsided by the beautiful 
sounds presented to them by 
Mali’s Rokia Traore. 

In the space of a couple of well- 
attended workshops and one 
mainstage performance, the 
young artist was the cause of a 
major buzz around the vast 

Gallagher Park site. 

That the guitar-playing vocalist 
and songwriter would be asked 
back to this festival, and invited to 
a number of other Western 
Canadian folk fests this summer 
so soon after his debut appear- 
ance, comes as no surprise 

One difference this time around 
is that patrons will have marked 
their programs w ith an asterisk or 
two next to her name. The other 
is, Traore will have a much easier 
time communicating with those 
she is playing and working for. 

To gain a command of E nglish 
in such a short space of time is 
remarkable, and that she has 
become so conversant in the lan- 
guage has undoubtedly made her 
extensive tour of North America 
much more enjoyable, as she is 
has also been playing concert hall 
and large club dates all over 
America. 

Speaking over the phone from 
Baltimore a few weeks ago, Traore 
was upbeat and positive when 

talking about her current tour and 
the acceptance of her music both 
here and, interestingly enough, 
back home in West Africa. 

She is still touring behind her 
Wanita album, which was released 
just prior to her debut appearance 
here, and it’s refreshing these 
days to see a label, management 
team and artist work a recording 
to the point where it has reached 
its potential. 

“1 think it shows and things are 
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getting better and better and I can 
tell the audiences know more 
about what I do. We've been con- 
stantly touring and performing on 
several continents and the media, 
radio and print have been so 
kind,” begins the artist who 
wasn’t exactly embraced in her 
own country 
Coming from a male-dominated 
culture meant that according to 
custom, Troare was expected to 
work in rigid confines. To her 
credit she immediately balked at 
being bound by such tradition and 
went about breaking down cen- 
turies-old barriers between sexes 
and musicians from polarized seg- 
ments of her society. 
“Twas av ery y oung W oman 
and different, people were not 
okay with me,” says Troare, who 
has written about such taboo top- 
ics as the independence of 
women 
In the studio and on the stage 
she is also running the show and 
at no time was she going to have 
her directions fed through a male 
counterpart, which had been the 
norm. “You get success and 
respect abroad and finally my 
public is getting bigger in Mali. 
The music is on the way and I just 
didn’t want anyone between me 
and the musicians. It’s about 
respecting me and vice versa,” 
continued the artist, who recently 
played to some impressively large 
audiences in her homeland. 
Currently Troare’s seven-piece 
road band includes kora, n’goni, 
bass and a variety of percussion. 
Four instrumentalists are from 
Mali in addition to herself, and 
two backing vocalists from a near- 
by French Island created a tran- 
quil sea of sound at the Calgary 
Folk Festival two weeks ago dur- 
ing a Sunday afternoon mainstage 
perfor mance. It was an unclut- 
tered combination of tones, 
rhythms and emotions, which 
won over a large crowd that sim- 
ply laid back and allowed the 
music to wash over them.

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have so much new material that I 
will have a lot of choosing to do 
when we record in October or 
November,” mentioned this her- 
alded artist whose mentor was 
none other than Ali Farka Toure. 

She has also spent time this year 
composing with the Kronos 
Quartet for one of that ensemble’s 
upcoming projects. 

Collaborating, even in a sponta- 
neous fashion, is an opportunity 
she won’t turn down. It was at a 
workshop at the 2000 festival, 
which found her teamed with 
Garnet Rogers, where Traore 
stopped an audience in its tracks 
with some amazing vocal impro- 
visation. 

“That was a fantastic experience 
with Garnet and I got to do it 
again at a workshop in Winnipeg 


a few weeks ago.” 

Rogers isn’t the only Canadian 
act she’s excited about. After list- 
ing a number of American female 
jazz artists, including Dianne 
Reeves and Cassandra Wilson, as 
current faves, Traore then men- 
tioned she’s a big fan of Harry 
Manx, who will also be playing 
the Folk Festival. 

“He's just fantastic,” offered the 
artist, who has also been devour 
ing the music of Macy Gray and 
Lauryn Hill. 

Traore and her band play main- 
stage opening night just before 
closer Janis Ian and can be found 
at a Friday night session on Stage 
3 dubbed All The World’s A Stage 
with Alpha Yaya Diallo, among 
other artists.

Is this prison culture theme a 
reflection of what Taberski sees by 
living outside of the nine-to-five 
world around him?

LOOK OUT, LADIES; DANKO JONES IS 
in the house! I don’t know whether 
you think you're the type who's 
going to find herself susceptible to 


Jones’ Lovercall, but if you're plan- 
ning on rocking out at New City 
Thursday night you'd better wear 
your sexiest panties just in case. 
Sure, a lot of the time it might sound 
like he hates you cheatin’ and hurtin’ 
devil woman guts, but you just 
never know what's gonna happen 
when Danko Jones and his epony- 
mous rock cronies unleash their 
booty-and-groin-directed sonic 
onslaught. Nicer girls than you have 
had their virtue shattered — shat- 
tered — by less. 

“You can’t write what you don’t 
know,” says Jones, whose latest (and 


first full-length) release, Born a Lion, 
features 11 hard tracks’ worth of 
heartbreak, seduction, rocking, lov- 
ing, rocking, touring, loving and 
generally giving the wide world of 
hurts an aggressively direct ‘What 
the fuck?’ 

“Mr. Fred McDowell lost his pride 
when he begged his girl to stay / Mr. 
Robert Johnson lost his life with too 
much love one day / So if you want to 
know how to play the Blues... get your- 
self a woman.” — Play The Blues 

Jones’ bombastic musical style 
might have its launchpad solidly in 
the rockin’ realm of hard music and 
dance-deploying filthy fun grooves, 
and his aggro vocal howls, growls 
and outright shouts might be so in- 
your-face they'll give the bruise- 
prone a black eye, but his soul and 
sensibility come straight out of his 
beloved Blues. 

“Rock and roll is based on Blues 
music. You've got to listen to some 
Blues — it’s a procedure of playing 
rock,” says Jones, who made damn 
sure his record led off with proper 
respect for his predecessors along 
with a rock-solid statement of the 
overriding “evil woman” theme. 
And he doesn’t have much time for 
weak-ass acts that don’t do likewise 

“Maybe it’s because they want to 
be famous,” he speculates with 
weary contempt. “They‘re not into 
music and they don’t care. So many 
bands are just post-1991 — shallow 
A band like us takes from all kinds 
of music and we mix it all into what 
I think is Danko Jones.” 

The result is a loud, fast, funky, 
mean-sounding paradox mix of 
“fuck you” and “fuck me”; songs 
meant to get chicks into the sack, 
and songs meant to vent after chicks 
give you the sack. 

That's rock, that’s Blues, that’s 
Marshall-amped sex politics, and 
that’s Danko Jones.

EVERY SUNDAY NIGHT, NESTLED 
in the confines of the cosy Sugarbow] 
in Garneau, Brett Miles is indoctri- 
nating a swack of Edmonton musi- 
cians into the fine art of jamming. 

Originally a loose form embraced 
by hippie bands, jazz and blues cats, 
the time-honoured tradition of jam- 
ming has always been one that can 
go “either way.” And the ability to 
pull it off is not dictated by the tech- 
nical ability of the artist — witness 
Metalwood’s recent gigs and you 
just know they’re going for that 
Phish/ Medeski, Martin & Wood 
thing, but it just doesn’t happen for 
them. As audience members, one 
thing we can tell is when it’s forced 
and sounds stifled, or when it ebbs 
and flows and those moments of 
magic occur. 

Miles knows how to create a musi-

MORE SO THAN MOST FILMS, 
movies featuring movies-within- 
movies (and even further levels of 
Russian-doll nesting) are surround- 
ed by a large number of dangerously 
audience-displeasing lines over 
which they might cross. The line 
separating insight born of experience 
and in-jokey wanking, for example. 
Or the border beyond which lies the 
eye-rolling Land of Preciousness. 
Yep, lotsa lines, and with Full 
Frontal, director Steven Soderbergh 
comes close to hopscotching all over 
most of them. But whatever tenden- 
cy toward gimmick and Hollywood- 
insider self-absorption is present 
here is more than amply compensat- 
ed by Soderbergh’s surehanded ded- 
ication to his themes, and some seri- 





ously awesome performances. 

First, let's do away with the idea 
that making a movie featuring the 
making of a movie must necessarily 
be an act of insider narcissism. Ina 
social and psychological universe 
where the false realities presented by 
screens big and small overlay “real 
life” with their templates, where 
friends argue over which friend each 
resembles, the looking-glass world 
of movie-making seems like the per- 
fect setting in which to explore the 
disintegration of human lives and 
relationships. 

And the lives in question in Full 
Frontal are certainly deteriorating. 
Catherine Keener is a human- 
resources executive just a tick past 
40, a desperately unhappy crazy 
bitch who sadistically teases and 
humiliates those human resources 
before shitcanning them. David 
Hyde Pierce is her depressive hus- 
band, a lost and bewildered maga- 
zine writer / screenwriter. Both put

in amazing performances that man- 
age to stand out in a sea of amazing 
performances, an intertwined net- 
work of losers, hacks, neurotics and 
primadonnas. 

And, yeah, it’s all anchored down 
by a movie-within-the-movie 
Rendezvous, featuring Blair 
Underwood and Julia Roberts. In 
one of Soderbergh and writer 
Coleman Hough’s best jokes, 
Rendezvous is a really terrible film 
with a ridiculously sugared climax 
that triple-amplifies the heartbreak 
of Full Frontal’s “real world 

It’s absurd things like that that bal- 
ance the movie off its pain-film mis- 
erableness; this is a really funny 
movie, despite the constant stream 
of tragedy, loss, degradation and 
soul-shattering identity crisis its 
characters undergo. But there’s no 
joke that doesn’t maintain the theme, 
no mere gags, and no chuckle that’s 
not carrying a wince within it 

But please don’t get the idea that 
Full Frontal is easy to watch. The 
only parts filmed on traditional (ie: 
nice-looking) film stock are the 
scenes set in the Hollywoodland of 
Rendezvous. The rest of the movie is 
shot in a grainy, jittery handheld 
video style, which I suspect a lot of 
viewers may quickly get literally 
and figuratively sick of. The use of 
this device to drive home the idea of 
Silver Screen versus Shit-Brown Life 
is pretty unsubtle, but cinematogra- 
pher Peter Andrews knows how to 
handle the look, at least 

Full Frontal won’t appeal to every- 
body; attention-deficit sufferers will 
probably wind up confused, bored 
and tired by the time the long-seem- 
ing 110 minutes wrap up, and those 
with motion sickness might get a bit 
green from the home-movie bob n’ 
weave, But those who can buck.up 
and withstand the rigours of the 
unconventional style and structure 
will find a film that, while being 
nowhere near a genius-level insight 
into the human condition, takes an 
interesting and entertaining look at 
our world of damaged emotional 
wrecks.

TO GET AN IDEA OF HOW DIRECTOR 


M. Night Shyamalan fits into main- 
stream filmmaking, and why his 
work is a welcome addition to the 
multiplex, simply compare Signs to 
Independence Day. Remove the barf- 
inducing clichéd dialogue, plot 
points, and characters, as well as 
the excessive FX and stomach- 
turning nationalism from [D4 and 
you’ ve got y ourself some nifty end 
credits and the followi ing minute or 
so of black space. Remove the 
same from Signs and you've still 
got enough film left to see a movie 
~ Shyamalan’s third effort, after 
The Sixth Sense and Unbreakable, is 
another marriage of the fantastic to 
the melodramatic. Having made a 
foray into ghosts and superheroes, 
his latest tale of familial woe 
unfolds amidst crop circles (cana 
story about an unemployed father 
discovering he’s Big Foot be far 
off?). It’s mysterious stuff, and 
that’s the film’s first strength: 


unless you g° out of your way to 
find out, you're not going to have 
the element of surprise ruined by 
didactic advertising. How glorious 
it is to go into a suspense-filled 
flick without having the best parts 
of the mystery revealed on TV 
beforehand. 

Shyamalan’s lucky his track 
record is enough of a box office 
draw, because if you brought in 
the story outline of Signs to a major 
studio, they’d laugh at the lack of 
flash-bang sensory overload and 
tell you to come back when you've 
got some’ thing as spectacular as an 
exploding White House. 

The movie, which makes excel- 
lent use of a muted palette and a 
measured pace, stars Mel Gibson 
as Graham Hess, a farmer and for- 
mer pastor who has lost his faith 
after a family tragedy. Mel has 
never looked so weathered and 
glum as a heavy-hearted guy just 
trying to care for his kids and deal 
with a town that still wants him to 
be Father Graham. His brother 
Merrill (Joaquin Phoenix) has 
moved in to help out; however, 
none of them actually do a lick of 
farming, leaving them plenty of 


time to try to figure out what's 
creeping around the farm, scaring 
the family dogs and making circles 
in the corn. 

Signs capitalizes on that shallow- 
breathing-type tension — visuals 
that keep you guessing and exploit 
what you can’t see — to really 
crank up the chill-thrill dial. Much 
of the movie's effectiveness lies in 
little touches like a slow track-in to 
a menacing blank wall, the way 
Gibson's eyes are lit to make them 
glow w hen he’s talking about his 
fears, or just the long shots of the 
massive cornfields that hold the 
promise of all kinds of hidden 
danger. 

Of course, like Shyamalan’s 
other work, the film is really about 
one man coming to terms with his 
inner demons. If only the director 
could come to terms with the fact 
that his dramatic tendencies are 
hokey and unoriginal. 

His major weakness is a 
Spielbergian blind love of little 
kids that clouds his judgment 
when using them to heighten 
drama. Haley Joel Osment's inces- 
sant whining in The Sixth Sense and 
that simp with the goofy bowl-cut 
in Unbreakable are evidence of past 
indiscretions. This time around, a 
son (McCulkin clan member Rory) 
and daughter (Abigail Breslin) are 
at the crux of peril. Although both 
young actors do a fine job with

what they’re given, the son’s role 
in the climax is embarrassingly 
overblown. Only the film’s overall 
Hallmark movie-of-the-week mes- 
sage about the restoration of reli- 
gious faith is dumber. 

Despite this, Signs still has a lot 
to offer for tension junkies who 


thrive on the pit-of-the-stomach 
nervousness of a good scare flick 
Shyamalan’s brave to graft melo- 
drama to B-genre fantasy. Now if 
he could just purge the Spielberg 
from his storytelling he might find 
the right mix.

Elite education 


Higher education soon to be 
out of reach for many 


GETTING SMART HAS NEVER CO 
much. With a four-year B.A. now 
valued at the price of a down pay- 
ment on a respectable house, the cost 
of higher education in Alberta is 
making university attendance an 
endeavour for the rich or the soon- 
to-be indebted. 

“The state of education in Alberta 
is a huge concern because we feel 
the accessibility and affordability 
post-secondary education is being 
compromised,” says Anand Sharma, 
VP external of the U of A Students’ 
Union and chair of the Council of 
Alberta University Students (CAUS). 

Tuition in the province has 
already increased 209 per cent since 
1991/92, an amount that CAUS says 
has prevented many low-income 
students from attending university 
for financial reasons. Studies done at 
the Universities of Guelph, Waterloo 
and Western Ontario also suggest 
that tuition increases have been a 
factor in the reduced enrolment of 
students from lower socio-economi 
backgrounds. 

Currently, tuition for undergradu- 
ate programs in Alberta ranges from 
$2740 at the University of Calgary to 
nearly $4500 for a BA at’'U of A, an 
amount that Sharma says is just not 
affordable anymore for students. He 
cites a recent survey in which 
almost half of U of A students polled 


thought an affordable level of tuition 
would be under $3500. 

Asa result, CAUS is negotiating, 
with the provincial government to 
determine the feasibility of a tuition 
freeze or an incremental rollback 
Sharma cites a tuition freeze as the 
“only possible short-term solution,” 
although he says “Ultimately, we 
would want to see more funding for 

econdary education” and 
reduced tuition rates. 

The tuition freeze model would 
halt any future increases in Alberta's 

tion for the first time in about 20 
years. Provinces such as Quebec, 
British Columbia, Manitoba and 
Prince Edward Island have already 
implemented a tuition freeze. The 
other model being considered, a 
tuition rollback, has also been imple- 
mented by Manitoba and 
Newfoundland: both provinces 
reduced tuition by 10 per cent. 

That would come as welcome 
news to the many students in this 

vith debt: stu- 

dents in Alberta graduate with a 
average debt load of $18,367. In fact 
the Canadian Centre for Pol 

yes has ranked Alberta 
tenth, last among Canadian 
provinces, in terms of the accessibili- 
ty, affordability and opportunity for 
post-secondary education. 

Alberta need only look to Ontario, 


where tuition rates have been de- 
regulated by the provincial govern- 
ment, to see an example of what not 
to do. Tuition rates in that province 
have been raised to incomprehensi- 
ble levels, effectively creating an 
educational caste system 

For example, students at the 
University of Toronto will soon pay 
$22,000 per year in tuition for med- 
ical school and $12,000 per year for 
law school. And with the costs of 
education only getting higher, it 
seems almost impossible to imagine 
a person financing a degree without 
significant loans. 

‘However as Sharma maintains, 
student loans are not the solution. 
Tuition is already expected to 
increase by 5 per cent each year, so 
that U of A aris and sciences stu- 
dents will be paying the highest 
tuition in Canada in only two years. 

“Students have said that tuition is 
prohibitive,” says Mike Hudema, 
president of the U of A Studen 
Union. “It is now in the govern- 
ment’s hands to do something about 
this.” 

Alberta Learning told SEE that 
they’re on the case and are in the 
process of in gating the issue of 
university tuition. “We are meeting 
with student leaders and differ 
options are being discussed. We 
want to make sure that education is 
affordable and accessible,” said 
Alberta Learning spokesperson 
Mark Cooper. 

But, he added, “Considering the 
top-level education we have in the 
province, our tuition is a bargain.”

Is TV too shallow for formal study? 


THE ZILLION-CHANNEL UNIVERSE IS 
expanding faster than a butt in an E- 
Z Boy recliner during an Emeril 
marathon, and remote control 
philosophers can take comfort 
knowing academia is responding to 
North America’s TV fixation. 

For instance, if you're at the 
University of Wisconsin, you might 
come across Family and Consumer 
Communications 350, a.k.a. Daytime 
Serials: Family and Social Roles. Or, 
if you happen to be enrolled at 
University of Pennsylvania, the 
University of California, or Indiana 
University, you could look into tak- 
ing a religion course on Star Trek. 
And if you were channel surfing the 
news a little while ago you may 
have caught one of the many stories 
on The Simpsons and Philosophy: 
The D’Oh! of Homer, taught at 
Sienna Heights University in 
Michigan. Even our own University 
of Alberta’s English Department 
premiered a course on Oprali a few 
years ago. 
~ “fyou want to understand cul- 
ture then you have to talk about tele- 
vision,” explains professor Bill 
Beard, head of the Film and Media 
Studies program at the U of A. 
“You're going to be studying society 
in all of its broadness and shallow- 


ness every time you look around 
You can’t restrict yourself.” 

Beard describes TV as one of the 
“principle instruments of culture,” 
pointing out that it’s the dominant 
form of news dissemination in 
North America, therefore it’s logical 
that cultural studies is becoming 
more popular

Non-TY-based popular culture 
courses have also been taught on 
Madonna and Elvis, and last year 
the U of A made international news 
when the English Department 
offered Harry Potter and “The 
Watchful Dragons”: Moral and 
Social Values in Fantasy Literature 
for Children. 

Not everyone is content with 
acceptance of “low culture” in uni- 


versities, however. Several right- 
wing discourse websites have 
slammed the trend. Phyllis Schlafly 
wrote a column for Eagel Forum.org 
titled “Diversity Dishonesty on 
College Campuses” that advises 
“Don't waste your education dollar 
on trashy courses that are just enter- 
tainment or propaganda, such as 
courses in horror or porn MOvies, 
rock music, witchcraft, or gay or 
erotic writings.” She also advises a 
boycott of Indiana University 
because of its Sfar Trek and Religion 
course 

Similarly, Ralph Maddocks, a 
writer at Quebec Libre.org, labels 
Daytime Serials: Family and Social 
Roles as part of a group of feminist 
courses that are “shallow” and “per- 
Both the conservative Media 
Research Center and Concerned 
Women for America voice similar 
opinions on their websites. 

Beard points out some irony in 
many of the arguments against 
studying pop-culture. 

“Nobody would think about mak- 
ing that criticism [that TV is too shal- 
low to study], for example, in 
Political Science, where I don’t think 
anyone would object if you were 
studying political advertising or 
treatment of politics in the media. 
That would be considered a perfect- 
ly legitimate object of study because 
everybody understands that what's 
going on there is a form of Social 
Science.”

It’s a given that hitchhiking can be 
dangerous.

More often, though, ‘the only dan- 


ger lies in people trying to convert 
you to whatever doctrine they sub- 
scribe. In those cases, my advice is to 
take the ride, smile and nod at what 
ever they say.

At least I'd 
die with a full belly. 

The prospect of a perv hit me as 
somehow far worse than an axe 
murderer at that moment. It meant 
that the food would probably be 
withheld while he made his pitch 
Options of what I would and 
would not do for a burger did a 
sickened plop in my head. 

He said, “The Lord told me to 
buy this food for you and give you 
a ride.” 

Hallelujah, | thought and leaped 
in. [had a death grip on the bag 
when he asked. “Have you heard 
about Jesus?” 

“Ts that the guy on the cross?” | 
offered. It seemed only fair. I 
reached into the bag, and we were 
off. 

And that’s the thing about hitch- 
hiking. Sometimes you'll ride with a 
nice family with 2.3 kids and a dog 
Others times it’s a Christian or a 
Hare Krishna. 

You never know. 

Or it’s a guy thinking about killing 
his wife. When Heft him, though, he 
was thinking about getting a lawyer 
instead of a gun. 

Granted, hitchhiking isn’t for 
everyone —I can’t picture my mom 
with her thumb out on the Trans 
Canada, for example, and I don’t 
think I’d want my sister out there — 
but for those with a skydiver’s sense 
of adventure and a willingness to 
truly rough it, hitchhiking can open 
far more than car doors.

Veggie House yet to hit mock-meat stride

W hy, 
some like to argue, would people 
ostensibly so offended by the notion 
of meat that they won’t eat it want to 
eat something that resembles meat if 
it’s so appalling? Like, what a cop 
out! And who, finally, thinks this 
stuff tastes the least bit like meat? 
The thing about mock meat is, IT

without actually replacing it. 

Up until recently, Oriental Veggie 
House was Edmonton’s main dis- 
tributor of faux-flesh delicacies, and 
their curried lamb hot pot is proba- 
bly the pinnacle of attainment for a 
mock meat dish, attaining a deli- 
ciousness that has nothing to do 
with its approximation of lamb, but 
with the savourability of its con- 
stituent parts. 

Now Veggie House — note the 
slight difference in name — has 
opened its doors just northwest of 
the downtown Grant McEwan cam- 
pus to trade in cruelty-free entrees of 
Vietnamese and Chinese extraction. 
My mock-meat prejudices safely put 
aside, I was ready to let the food 
speak for itself. 

First on deck were springs rolls 
($5.95 for eight), which boasted no 
mock meat, but contained a filling of 
potato, jicama and shredded carrots. 
Not very evocative of spring rolls, 
they seemed to derive much of their 
flavour from the soya sauce we put 
on them. A little fresh basil and 
some vermicelli might have brought 
them closer in resemblance to their 
pork-stuffed relatives. 

More peculiar was the lemongrass 
“sausage” ($4.95) which appeared to 
be sheets of tofu rolled up, wrapped 
in pastry and deep fried, served with 
a sticky red sweet and sour sauce. 
Slight flavour and interesting texture 
but, again, not very evocative of the 
meat dish on which it’s based. The 
inclusion of lemongrass promised a

spiciness that didn’t materialize in 
the dish. Again, copious sauce app| 
cation was required. 

After the appetizers, my dining, 
companions and I tried the 
Szechuan chicken ($9.50) and curry 
beef hot pot ($10.95), along with 
some steamed rice. Szechuan cook 
ing is notoriously spicy, thanks to 
the liberal use of crushed chilis to 
raise the temperature. Though this 
Szechuan “chicken” was tangy anc 
tender, we had to order a side of ho 
sauce to add the requisite fieriness 
the dish. The chicken bits were 
tossed with carrots and pepper 
strips, but the onions you generally 
find in Szechuan dishes were not in 
evidence. 

The curried beef hot pot was mo: 
to our liking, with strips of “beef” 
aswim in rich-curry sauce and mixed 
with broccoli, carrots, bok choy, 
onions and peppers. It had a spicy 
kick built in and the vegetables wer 
as tasty and compelling as the shin 
brown chewy substance standing i: 
for beef. 

We were moderately impresse«| 
by our first repast at Veggie Hous: 
— the tab came to $36 for three hui 
gry people, the service was prompt 
and courteous, the surroundings 

tidy and benign — but felt like w« 
hadn't discovered the signature cis! 
which would put Veggie House on 
the map as the curried lamb has 
done for Oriental Veggie House 

Then again, the menu is quite 
extensive and we didn’t even ven- 
ture into the many preparations o! 
mock squid, mock scallops, mock 
pork, mock anemone, mock shrimp 
mock duck and so forth. The quest 
continues.
